While in the middle west Dr. 
Bjorlee was in receipt of a letter from 
the State Board of Public Works an- 
nouncing that the Maryland school 
was allotted funds for much needed 
alternations. This cut his trip short 
by a week and he hastened to Fred- 
erick. The improvements will consist 
of the removal of the wooden stair- 
ways leading from the basement to the 
auditorium at the rear of the admin- 
istration building, same to be replac- 
ed by steel and concrete similar to 
the four stairways recently built and 
leading to the dormitories. The laun- 
dry and ironing room equipment will 
be removed from the basement and 
will be installed in new quarters to 
be created in the south portion of the 
power house. In addition to these 
improvements, a number of minor 
changes will also be made with the 
money available. 

Dr. and Mrs. Bjorlee returned July

sota and Iowa. They attended the 
Convention of American Instructors 
of the Deaf, held at Jacksonville, 111., 
June 17th* to 22d. Dr. Bjorlee s 
friends are congratulating him upon 
his election to the Vice-Presidency 
of the Convention. It will be his 
responsibility to arrange the program 
for the next biennial meeting, date 
and place to be determined later. Dr.

For months past Dr. Bjorlee has 
carried on considerable correspond- 
ence with State Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps officials and others and 
used every conceivable arugment in 
the hope of breaking down the bars 
and admit the deaf to the C.C.C., but 
to date all seems to have been in vain. 
However, there's hoping he is making 
progress towards a point where his 
efforts will be met with a measure of 
success. 

The subjoined paragraph taken from 
a letter recently received by Dr. 
Bjorlee and signed by George L. 
Radcliffe, who is a United States 
Senator, shows the latter's interest in 
and desire to help the deaf. 

"Certainly you must be right in Im- 
position which you have taken in your 
letter of July 31st, in regard to the 
employment of deaf people. was 
not successful in getting any substan- 
tial extension for deaf people in the 
matter of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps facilities. There is no doubt 
in the world that deaf people would 
do many kinds of work as carefully, 
and probably in many respects more 
so, than people who have good hear- 
ing. I hope I can find some way to 
assist in opening some additional 
facilities for our deaf citizens."

Miss Estelle E. Samuelson took 
time from her very busy day to say 
this with much emphasis when seen 
at the office of the New York League 
for the Hard of Hearing, 480 Lexing- 
ton Avenue. Miss Samuelson is chair- 
iiMii of the hearing conservation 
committee of the New York State 
Federation of Women's Clubs; she is 
secretary of the sub-committee of the 
New York State Medical Society 
which fosters b en efi cen t legislation for 
the hard of hearing; she is conducting 
B summer course at Columbia Univer- 
sity instructing teachers from Iowa 
and California, as well as from nearer 
States, how to train their pupils in 
ding. Concurrently, she is work- 
ing at her big job as supervisor of the 
employment and educational work for 
the 1 -ague for the Hard of Hearing. 

TRAIN KO RACHttl 

In collaboration with Miss Annetta 
Peck, executive director of the league. 
Miss Samuelson, aided by her assis 
taut. Miss Ann Lehman, has trained 
practically all the eighty teachers who 
for the past two years have taught 
lip-reading to pupils in the public 
Schools of New York City. Last year 
she trained in all 230 teachers, and 
in 1934 she initiated a training course 
in li|>-reading at New York 1 'Diver- 
sity. "The thing I am most inter- 
ested in. however,'' she declares, "is 

to see a practical program for voca- 
tional guidance for the hard of hear- 
ing developed. 

"I want to see the efforts designed 
to prepare the hard of hearing for 
occupations turned into more con- 
st met ive channels. That is. I want 
lo see all hard of hearing young people 

trained for types of work in which 

I hey are most likely to succeed. Lip 
reading is a skill designed to supple- 
ment hearing through sight, and the 
hard of hearing child who is taught 
it at school is given the best possible 

aid for minimizing his physical handi- 
cap. Tor the last six or seven years 
we have been advocating that every 
school have at least one teachei 
lip reading."

LIP READING 
"When we speak of a deal |>erson," 
Miss Samuelson explains, "we mean 
one who \\ ;1 s born deal or who be- 



came so before learning to talk. New 
York City takes care of its deaf chil- 
dren in P. S. 47. By hard of hearing 
we mean a person who has hearing 
loss or impairment, but who possesses 
knowledge of speech and has vocab- 
ulary. These last can acquire a 
knowledge of lip reading in twenty to 
thirty lessons which will give them, 
sub-consciously, the habit of under- 
standing lip movements all through 
their lives. We try to make these 
lessons happy and as far as possible 
in the spirit of play. We begin with 
whole sentences, drilling on formation 
of consonants and of vowels and using 
an ordinary speaking voice.'* 

The work of the heard of heating 
league began nearly twenty -live years 
ago. when a small group of well-to-do 
young women who were hard of hear- 
ing dedicated themselves to efforts for 
helping others who could not afford 
private instruction in lip reading and 
for securing employment for this 
group. Miss Peck was the first presi- 
dent. It has beea due to the activi- 
ties of the league that lip reading is 
now taught to 4,000 children in dif- 
ferent public schools in this city in a 
program, now under KRK promotion.

DOUGLAS TILDEN 



Douglas Tildi'il, whose sudden 

death is announced as having oocui 

red on the night of August 5th, waS 

bora al (hiiii, Butte County, CaL, 
on May 1, I860, ol an old and highly 
respected family, whose ancestors were 
from England. His father was Dr. \Y. 
P. Tilden, formerly of Maryland, and 
his mother Mrs. ('. M. Tilden Brown, 
oi San Francisco. At the age of aboul 
four and a half years an attack of 
Uriel fever deprived him of hearing, 
and later he became a pupil al the 
California Sehool for the Deaf at 
Berkeley, lie early gave evidence of 
superior brightness, showing groat 
interests in his studies, with a fond- 
. for drawing, hut at that time 
he hail no thought of becomin 
.seulpt"! . 

Upon graduating from the Berkeley 

School, Tilden planned to enter the 
University of California, and p. 
the entrance examinations, hut he 
gave up the idea of a university course 

and accepted a position as teacher in 

the Berkeley Sehool, where he remain- 
ed for eight years. Then there 
happened an Incident that chat 

Ihi' whole Course of his lile. His 
mother having shown him a child's 
head modeled in day, the work of his 
younger brother, he decided to try his 
hand at modeling. He received in- 
struction in this from Mr. Wells, who 
was a teacher in Berkeley. Ah 
few months' instruction he continued 
to Work by himself and soon produced 
a statuette, "The I ir.-d Wrestler," 
which earned for him an opportunity 
to study abroad. He attended the 
Academy of Design in New York. 
1387-1888, and with such improve 
ment that his teachers advised him 
that he should seek further study in 

Europe.
